“It was perhaps more painful

The British researchers’ con- 
clusion was based on a follow-up 
study among 1895 men who suf- 
fered heart attacks in Bristol, 
Exeter, Plymouth and Torquay, 
England, from 1966 to 1969. 
Women were excluded from the 
study because home care for most 
would have been difficult for a 
variety of social reasons. 


An Experiment 


An experiment involved 454 of 
the 1895 heart-attack victims 
‘The 454 men were examined at 
various intervals for up to one 

year after they had been treated 
for their attacks, 

The research team found that 
the death rate 28 days after the 
attack was 12 per cent for those 
treated at home and 14 4 per cent 
for those treated im a hospital. 
After a year, the corresponding 


- figures were 20 and 27 per cent. 


- The team, headed by Dr. H. G. 
Mather of Southmead Eospital 
in Bristol, said the death rates 
compared favorably with those 
reported irom other medical 
centers. 

“On average, older patients and

the U.S, Alditary Academy. Lt. 
Gen. Sidney Berry, acknowledged 
yesterday that cheating at West 
Point was more widespread than 
previously indicated.

Berry announced the formation 
of an internal review panel of 
officers and cadets to study “new 
evidence" that he said was 
recently developed by faeuliy 
members in the electrical engi- 
neering department.

March said that “hundreds” ac- 
tually had been involved, but 
that the academy was fearful of 
the - publicity accompanying a 
wider inquiry. 

Yesterday-s statement, released 
by a West Pomt spokesman, 
appears to confirm the cadets’ 
charges. It also tends to support 
the action of Army lawyers on 
the post requesting an inves- 
tigation of West Point's handling 
of its cheating scandal. 


No Outside Inquiry 


The lawyers’ request for an 
outside inquiry was rejected by 
Secretary of the Army Martin 
Hoffmann last week, although 
he said such an imvestigation 
might be useful “in the future.” 

A total of cadets, all 
second-classmen, or juniors, had 
taken the engineering examinea- 
tion, which was to have been 
completed in the barracks. 
Faculty members became aware 
of the cheating when one cadet 
admitted it im a signed footncte.

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120, 000 Workers Stage a Strike in Greece

ATHENS, May 24.—An estimat- 
ed 120,000 workers staged a na- 
tioneide strike teday to protest 
2 government bill that would re- 
strict uions’ right to cal! walk- 
outs. The stoppage disrupted air 
travei. road traffic in cittes and 
telecommunicstions, but it had 
Ustle umpact in other sectors, the 
government said. 


“Less than 10 per cent af the 
total labor force” of 1.3 million 
uruonized workers participated m 
the first day of a 48-hour strike 
called by unions outside the Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor, 2 
government spokesman said. 

The General Confederation of 
Labor opposed the strike, saying 
the bill should be opposed by 
democratic means, The govern- 
ment had denounced the walkout 
as an attempt to undermine the 
democracy set up by the return 
to parliamentary government in 
1974, 

The bill before Parliament 
‘would ban politically motivated 
strikes and all walkouts not au- 
thorized by legal trade unions. It 
would require 15 days’ notice on 
all strike action against public 
utilities and hospitals. It would 
provide penalties for violations 
and protection for workers refus- 
ing to strike. 

“It appears that the effort to 
paralyze the country through a 
general strike movement has fail- 
ed.” the government spokesman 
said today. 

Authorities said the walkout 


was a major success only among 
telephone and telegraph em- 
ployees, Greek staffs of foreign 
airlmes aud workers of the 
Athens Electric Streetcar Co. 


Emerging Force 


ATHENS, May 2 (N¥T!— 
Nearly two years after the fall 
Of the last dictatorship in Greece, 
organized labor has elected its 
own leadership and is starting to 
emerge a5 an independent eco- 
nomic and political force 

‘The top union leadership holds 
generally moderate views, but 
leftists ran well in the recent elec- 
tions and are pressing hard for 
more militant stands. 

‘The labor scene reflects one of 
the most basic problems con- 
fronting Greece today: How to 
balance the desire for domestic 
tranquillity against rising de- 
mands for social and economic 
reform. On May Day, for in- 
Stance, the government banned a 
mass march with the explanation 
that it would hurt business and 
tourism. 

Unions have never been very 
strong in Greece, partly because 
they lacked a mass industrial 
base, and only about 20 per cent 
of the work force 15 organized. 
Moreover, the government con~ 
trols union financing and has al- 
ways used this power to undercut 
the labor movement, 

After a civilian government 
took power here in July of 1974, 
2% appointed an interim set of 
union officials. When elections 


were fimailly held for the 35+ 
member national board of the 
unions last month, a centrist coa~ 
ution won 18 seats, two short οὗ 
ἃ majority but enough to return 
the appointed leaders to office. 


After the vote, Premier Con- 
siantine Caramanlis told the 
board members that their first 
duty was to consolidate demo- 
cratic rule and avoid demogogue- 
ty. This is in line with his free 
quent observation that democra- 
cy requires a “cool political cli~ 
mate,” 

Leftist critics charge that Mr. 
Caramaniis is merely trying to 
protect his own power and that 
of the Greek establishment.

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Terror in Zamboanga 


The tragedy at Zamboanga airport, which 
left 13 dead and more than a score of in- 
jured, typifies. in several ways, the kind of 
war, and the kind of policy of which it is 
an extension, that afflicts so much of the 
world today. Like Lebanon, and like Ethio- 
pia. where a force of peasants is taking up 
the task of subduing Eritrea, the young men 
who attempted to hijack the Philippine Air 
Lines jetliner were engaged In 8. civil con- 
flict. They were Moslem separatists, fight- 
ing against the government in Manila. 

Moreover, again lke Lebanon and Ethio- 
pis, these strnggles are taking place in lands 
that were once colonies—Lebanon had been 
under French mandate, Ethiopia and Eritrea 
in Italian hands, the Philippines a common- 
wealth of the United States. To some ex- 
tent, unity had been artificially imposed by 
this subordinate status: with freedom came 
centrifugal forces—ethnic, linguistic and 
religious. 

In all three of the countries mentioned— 
and they are typical of many more—these 
forces have received active encouragement 
from outside, and the central governments 
have also been helped from abroad. ‘The 
Moslems of the Philippines have been nnged 
on by distant Libya; the Lebanese repels 
have had assorted aid from assorted conm- 
tries: the Eritreans are receiving assistance 
from a number of activist Arab states, And 
both the Philippines and Ethiopia have U.8. 


arms, while Syria seeks te prop up a real 
government In Lebanon. 

Yet it would be too simplistic fo blame 
outsiders for the troubles in these coun- 
tries—just as it begs the question to blame 
the present British government for the pres- 
ent traubles in Northern Ireland. It Is, 
essentially, the rising tribalism of 2 world 
grawn too large, too compact, that is the 
root cause—the search for closer identity 
than a nation offers, the grasping for pride 
im ἃ race, a language, a faith, that mani- 
fests itself in death and destruction. 

Yet. while the fragmentation incregses, so 
does the common reliance of peoples every- 
where upon one another. For no country 
with an interest in world trade and commu- 
nications can fail to be aware that the Mos- 
iems who seized the jet between Davao and 
Zamboanga pelleved—whether correctly or 
not—that they could find refuge im Libya. 
They were inspired by a previous effort, in 
which the hijeckers did succeed in reach- 
Ing Libya, whether for sanctuary of jail is 
unclear. So there is need for an interna- 
tional rale that would bar all sanctuary for 
terrorists who affect international trade. 
communication or diplomacy, a rule that 
would be plainly stated—and enforceable by 
international sanctions. That might pro- 
wide a beginning fer 2 global consciousness 
of global responsibility, and reduce divisive- 
ness to an appreciation of that diversity 
which can give color and sustenance to life 
—without the taking of life. 


Democratic 


Political parties have habitually in the 
past put together their platforms in the 
week leading up to the national convention, 
hearing witnesses and haggling over lan- 
guage, while half-distracted by the fight for 
the presidential nomination. 

Of late, the parties have tried to make 
this process more rational by starting it 
earlier. This year the Democratic National 
Committee has for several weeks been hold-. 
ing regional hearings to receive platform 
testimony. The objective is to have a draft 
of the party program written and sent te 
delegates for their consideration before the 
convention opens on July 12. 12 Madison 
Square Garden. 

At the final hearings in Washington last 
week, Rep. Thomas P. O'Neill jr. D-Mass. 
the House majority leader, presented to the 
platform committee a comprehensive legis- 
lative program on behalf of his fellow Dem- 
ocrats in the Honse of Representatives. With 
8 little editing, it conld readily serve as the 
Democrats’ platform on domestic issues. 

It is highly unlikely that either the party 
platform committee or a new president 
would accept the House leadership proposals 
in their entirety but, representing as they 
do the consensus of what Democratic mem- 
bers of each House legislative committee 
think can feasibly be enacted in their 
respective jurisdiction, these recommenda- 


tions provide a realistic and informed basis 


for action.

Three appendices attached to the basic 
124-page document set forth an indictment 
of the “incompetent, corrmpt and wasteful" 
record of the Nixon and Ford administra- 
tions and provide a detailed review of the 
vetoes and impoundments of the Jast eight 
years. There have been no fewer than 86 
vetoes of Democratic measures. That review

Unhealthy Charade 


The self-righteous farce which Arab gov- 
ernments and their Third World allies are 
imposing upon international specialized 
agencies reached a new pinnacle of hypoc- 
risy at the annual assembly of the World 
Heath Organization in Geneva.

Yevgeny Rukhin, 32; Painter 
In Soviet ‘Modern’ Movement 


MOSCOW, May 24 (NYT!.— 
Yevgeny Rukhin, 3%, on abstract 
painter who Was ote of the driv- 
Ing forces in the Sevier “unof- 
ficial art” movement, died early 
today in a fire thas swept his 
Leningrad stuctio. 

According to his wife, Galina. 
who was reached by telephone at 
their home, Mr. Rukhin was with 
several friends in the studio, on 
tke second floor of an old car- 
riage house, when the blaze broke 
out, Two others escaped but the 
artist and the wife of a friend 
were killed. 

Mr. Rukhin's death in the fire, 
which was of unknown origin, 
shocked the nonconformist art 
community, Mrs. Rukhin said a 
church funeral later this week 
was planned. 

Mr. Rukhin had been a fa- 
Miliar sight at unofficial exhibits, 
which he sought assiduously to 
promote for others as well as 
for himself. He was one of five 
persons arrested in September, 
1973, when Soviet authorities us- 
ed bulldozers and vigilante squads 
to break up an open-air exhibit 
in Moscow. The suppression 
prompted an outery abroad that 
imparted new impetus to the un- 
official “modern” movement. 

Mr, Rukhin was one of the most 
origina] and innovative of the 
Soviet nonconformist artists. 
From time to time he included 
in his works furniture fragments, 
padiocks, zippers, models of ikons, 
Russian wooden dolls and most 
recently pop-tops from Western 
beer cans. 

His works were never given of- 
ficial recognition at home, since 
they did not reflect “socialist 
realism." But they were popular 
among the foreign diplomatic 
community and were gaining ap- 
peal among Soviet intellectuals. 

Last August and September, 
some of his paintings that had 
reached the West were exhibited 
in Raleigh, N.C., and Washington. 
Mr. Rukhin expected a showing 
in New York early in 1977. Other 
exhibits have been held in Vene- 
micla and Colombia,

The Cartooning Prophet of Alternative Energy 


By Michael Gibson 


ARIS (IHT!.—The practical 
possibilities of alternative en- 
ergy from the sun and wind have 
fired imaginations, especially in 
the younger generation. on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

In France it appeals to a na- 
tional state of mind known as 
le bricoiege. It is generally be- 
lieved in France that the French- 
man us a bricoleur, which implies 
that he ls both resourceful and 
deenly imbued with the ancestral 
virtue of thrift. Consequently the 
good Frenchman is constantly 
Supposed to be making useful and 
rather Goldbergian devices out of 
old tin cans and bits of card- 
board. 

For the past four years, a puck- 
ish prophet has been exhorting 
the French, especially the youth- 
ful and marginal, to apply their 
imeginative and improvisational 
talents to the problems of en- 
ergy derived from the sun and 


wind, He ts a 35-year-old cer. 
toonist, Jean Mare Reiser, who 
has put his considerable talent 
and cheerfully derisive wit to the 
service of this cause. He is also 
tke catalytic force around which 
the exhibition “Energies Libres” 
wok shape (Centre de Créaticns 
Industrielles. Musée des Arts 
Décoratifs, 107 Rue de Rivoli, 
Paris 1. to Sept 27). 


“Alternative energy today,” sars 
Reiser. “Is at the point at which 
aviation stood in the days before 
the Wright brothers." Which im- 
plies that it is stil] an area for 
the inspired amateur. 

The exhibition itself displays 
flat-plate water heaters, parabolic 
mirrors desiened for a solar bar- 
becue, various types οὐ wind 
generators, photoelectric cells, 
models and pictures of solar- 
heated houses (6 whole bunch 
of slides of solar-houses in the 
United States are‘ also projected, 
without commentary or identifica- 
tion', and the whole thing ts 
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originally published im 

ecological and humorous maga- 
zines such as La Gueule Ouverte 
and Charlie Hebdo. 

see everybody is in agreement 
with Reiser's apology of inspired 
bricolage. Miche} Berthet. the 
current president of a Paris-based 
workers’ cooperative producing 
what. look like excellent solar 
water heaters. says that the gar- 
bage dumps of the Ardéche (a 
rugged and underpopulated de- 
partment of France favored by 
those who wish to attempt a 
marginal return to nature) are 
Piled high with leaky fiat-plate 
heat collectors improvised out of 
old radiators by ameteur plumb- 
ers who heeded Reiser's advice. 

Be that as 10 may. the fact 
remains that Reiser’s narrative 
and Irreverently didactic drawings 
have drummed into the heads of 
hundreds of thousands of young 
readers some of the basic notions 
on which the use of the energy 
of sun and wind are based. 

Reiser is a man of Napoleonic 
stature with a gentle manner, a 
neat, Amish-type beard set on a 
Square jaw.-and 8. sinuous smile 
inever a srin) that seems to have 
seme points in common with his 
expressively meandering line. He 
was born, he says, into the 
“lumpenproletariat” of the ine 
dustrial region of Lorraine, quit 
schoo! at 15 to go to work, and 
at 17 he met Cavanna (no first 
name) the jeonine, graying editor 
and chief contributor of Charlie 
Hebdo. 

Caysnna told Reiser his draw- 
ings were lousy. and how to im- 
prove them. “in maitre,” says 
the pupil.

The high rate of overall exports 
Was made possible both by 2 con- 
timuing rise in Soviet ofl produc- 
tion—a 7-per-cent increase im 
1975 to a daily average of 9.7 bil- 
lio. barrels—and by a reduced 
growth in the domestic use of 
petroleum products. Domestic 
consumption in 1975 rose 5 per- 
cent, compared with an annual 
rate of 7 to 8 per cent in previous 
years, 

‘These findings emerged from an 
analysis of preliminary Soviet 
foreign trade statistics released 
in Moscow earlier this month. 


The oil-export trends coincide 
with a new Soviet energy policy 
that calls for greater use_of coal 
and other low-grade fuels in pow- 
er stations and the conservation 
of ofl and gas resources for use 
in the manufacture of petrochem- 
icals and for export.

barks have lug sails, rigged schooner fashion with a fore and a 
main.
